"It becomes my duty to notify all 


hotels and restaurants in Florida that 
they are expected to give strict ob- 
servance to the 'wheatless and meat- 
less days' as set apart by the United 
States food administration. Tuesday 
will be observed as a meatless day, 
and on that day no beef, pork or mut- 
ton shall be served. Wednesday will 
be observed as wheatless day, and 
on this day no wheat bread, or cakes 
made of wheat flour shall be served 
Corn cakes, corn bread, muffins, rye 
bread, etc., may be served in place 
of wheat bread or biscuits. Saturday 
shall be observed as a porkless day, 
and on this day no bacon, ham, pork, 
fresh or salt, shall be used. 


"Further than the above regulations 


all homes of the country have been 
called upon to have one wheatless 
meal each day, and I urge upon all

GET NITRATE OF SODA 


R. E. Lenfest, agricultural agent for 


Volusia county has been notified that 
the U. S department of agriculture 
will sell at cost a supply of nitrate 
of soda to the farmers in this county. 


The nitrate was purchased through 


the war industiles board under the 
authority of the food control act as a. 
part of the program for stimulating 
agricultural production. It will be 
unloaded at Atlantic ports and the 
price will be $7550 a ton, free on 
board cars at port of arrival. Farm- 
ers are to pay in addition freight 
from port of arrival and the state fer- 
tilizer tag fee.

000 tons of nitrate, bought by the 
government will be received only 
from actual farmers or owners or 
holders of farm* for use on their 
land, and may be made through the 
county agent.

TORPEDOES ON FOUR WHEELS 


Explosive Propelled Toward Enemy 


Trenches and Controlled by Means 


of Wires Attached to Works. 


La Domenica Del Corrlere, Italy, re- 


ports a new war device, the Invention 
of an English engineer, Stratford Tal- 
bot Literally, it Is a torpedo on wheels 
which may be propelled toward the en- 
emy trenches and controlled from the 
starting point by means of attached 
wires. 


1 he explosive Is mounted on a metal- 


lic box \vhlch ride.s on four wheels 
Attached to the box Is a contrivance 
consisting of a dynamo which propels 
the wheels. The entire machine Is 
electrically controlled, permitting the 
explosion of the charge at the desired 
moment 


T«o parallel wires connect the tor- 


pedo with the control station 
These 


are carried on spools and unwind as 
the machine advances. The power Is 
derived from accumulating batteries 
at the starting point When It Is de- 
sired to flre the charge all that Is re- 
quired is to push a button. According 
to the Inventor the total cost of this 
contrivance Is about (150.

Wednesday will 
be observed as wheatless day, and 
on this day no wheat bread, or cakes 
made of wheat 'flour shall be served 
Corn cakes, corn bread, muffins, rye 
bread, etc., may be served in place 
of wheat bread or biscuits. Saturday 
shall be observed as a porkless day, 
and on this day no bacon, ham, pork, 
fresh or salt, shall be used.

all homes of the country have been 
called upon to have one wheatless 
meal each day, and I urge upon all 
hotels and restaurants that they" ask 
their patrons to follow as closely as

Talks on War Saving Stamps 
Dr. Lincoln Hulley, Superintendent 


C. R. M. Sheppard, Senator J. H. 
Alexander and R. H. Boyd, members 
of the Volusia county committee oh 
war saving stamps, were at school 
Monday afternoon. Dr. Hulley, Su- 
perintendent Sheppard and Senator 
Alexander delivered interesting ad- 
dresses to the pupils in connection 
with the thrift campaign now being 
carried on. There were a number of 
persons besides the pupils present 
to hear and profit by the talks given. 


In the addresses the speakers em- 


phasized the fact that the young 
pedple of America are called on to do 
their part in the world war. There 
are many ways by which this may be 
accomplished. One way Is by staying 
In school. The children of today will 
be the men and women of tomorrow 
and therefore the education must 
not be neglected. Tomorrow will need 
educated men as never before be- 
cause so many of the best educated 
men of the country who realized this 
have gone to the battle front, pos- 
sibly never to return. Also, the young 
people can help by conservation, not 
only of food, but of time, energy, in 
tellect, everything convertible Into 
something with greater strength. Vo- 
lusia county has been called on to 
raise 1472,220 before January 1, 1919 
This is $20 per capita for every man 
woman and child in the county, both 
white and black. The liberty loans 
gave the 'banks and the richer men 
of the country an opportunity to help 
their government, and in the war sav 
Ing stamp plan the government has 
provided a plan by which every 
American can prove his patriotism 
and invest in the cause of liberty. 
The children can not go to France, 
but we can all stay at home and save 
the pennies and nickles spent for 
candy and cold drinks and buy thrift 
stamps, and by so doing help clothe 
and feed the boys who have gone to 
the front to fight our battles. The 
sneakers said the children were not 
advised to draw their money out of 
savings accounts to buy thrift stamps, 
but to learn to save more out of the 
expenditures of the coming year. A 
thrift stamp can be purchased for 25 
cents, and this stamp is to be pasted 
on a card given the purchaser at the 
time the first one is bought 
There 


are 16 places for stamps on this, card 
and when it is filled it should be 
taken to the postmaster, who will give 
the owner of the card a certificate 
and a $5 stamp, upon payment of a 
few cents in cash, depending upon 
what month the card is presented In. 
The certificate contains spaces tor 
20 of these $5 stamps. When the cer- 
tificate is ailed it may be held by the 
purchaser until 1923, when It will be 
redeemed by the government. No 
one person is permitted to hold more 
than 10 or these certificates. 
The 


whole thing Is merely a computation 
of interest at 4%, compounded quar- 
terly, for the money thus loaned to 
the government tor carrying on the 
war. The certificates are redeemable 
at any time at any bank or postofflce, 
plus the interest up to date, provided 
ten days notice is given.

TORPEDOES ON FOUR WHEELS 


Explosive Propelled Toward Enemy 


Trenches and C.ontrolfcd by Mean* 


of Wire* Attached to Works. 


La Domcnica Del Corrlere, Italy, re- 


ports a new war device, the Invention 
of an English engineer, Stratford Tal- 
bot. Literally, It Is a torpedo on wheels 
which may be propelled toward the en- 
emy trenches and controlled from the 
starting point by means of attached 
wires. 


The explosive Is mounted on a metal- 


lic box \vhich rides on four wheels. 
Attached to the box Is a contrivance 
consisting of a dynamo which propels 
the wheels. The entire machine Is 
electrically controlled, permitting the 
explosion of the charge at the desired 
moment. 


Two parallel wires connect the tor- 


pedo with the control station. These 
are carried on spools and unwind as 
the machine advances. The power is 
derived from accumulating batteries 
at the starting point When it Is de- 
sired to fire the charge all that I* re- 
quired Is to push a button. According 
to the Inventor the total cost of this 
contrivance Is about (150.

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Talks on War Saving Stamps 
Dr. Lincoln Hulley, Superintendent 


C. R. M. Sheppard, Senator J. H. 
Alexander and R. H. Boyd, members 
of the Volusia county committee oh 
war saving stamps, were at school 
Monday afternoon. 
Dr. Hulley, Su- 


perintendent Sheppard and Senator 
Alexander delivered interesting ad- 
dresses to the pupils in connection 
with the thrift campaign now being 
carried on. There were a number of 
persons besides the pupils present 
to hear and profit by the talks given. 


In the addresses the speakers em- 


phasized the fact that the young 
pedple of America are called on to do 
their part in the world war. There 
are many ways by which this may be 
accomplished. One way Is by staying 
in school. The children of today will 
be the men and women of tomorrow 
and therefore 
the education must 


not be neglected. Tomorrow will need 
educated men as never before be- 
cause so many of the best educated 
men of the country who realized this 
have gone to the battle front, pos- 
sibly never to return. Also, the young 
people can help by conservation, not 
only of food, but of time, energy, in 
tellect, everything convertible Into 
something with greater strength. Vo- 
lusia county has been called on to 
raise 1472,220 before January 1, 1919 
This is $20 per capita for every man 
woman and child in the county, both 
white and black. The liberty loans 
gave the 'banks and the richer men 
of the country an opportunity to help 
their government, and in the war sav 
Ing stamp plan the government has 
provided a plan by which every 
American can prove his patriotism 
and invest in the cause of liberty. 
The children can not go to France, 
but we can all stay at home and save 
the pennies and nickles spent for 
candy and cold drinks and buy thrift 
stamps, and by so doing help clothe 
and feed the boys who have gone to 
the front to fight our battles. The 
speakers said the children were nol 
advised to draw their money out of 
savings accounts to buy thrift stamps, 
but to learn to save more out of the 
expenditures of the coming year. A 
thrift stamp can be purchased for 25 
cents, and this stamp is to be pasted 
on a card given the purchaser at the 
time the first one Is bought 
There 


are 16 places for stamps on this, card 
and when it is filled It should be 
taken to the postmaster, who will give 
the owner of the card a certificate 
and a $5 stamp, upon payment of a 
few cents in cash, depending upon 
what month the card is presented In. 
The certificate contains spaces tor 
20 of these $5 stamps. When the cer- 
tificate is filled It may be held by the 
purchaser until 1923, when It will be 
redeemed by the government. No 
one person is permitted to hold more 
than 10 or these certificates. 
The 


whole thing Is merely a computation 
of interest at 4%, compounded quar- 
terly, for the money thus loaned to 
the government tor carrying on the 
war. The certificates are redeemable 
at any time at any bank or postofflce, 
plus the interest up to date, provided 
ten days notice is given.
